LITTLE ROCK-Dissatisfaction of 


farmers over provisions of the pend- 
ing price-fixing bill is being ex- 
pressed in telegrams to senators Fri- 
day by organized farm groups and in- 
dividual members from every county 
in the state, Waldo Frasier, execu- 
tive secretary of the Arkansas Farm 
Bureau Federation, reported. 


The -principal cause of complaint, he 


said, has arisen over disregard of the 
parity principle iti proposed price 
control legislation which would reg- 
ulate industrial and farm prices but 
which fails to M-.clude ceilings for the 
wages of labor . 


"Farmers are seriously concerned 


over the prospects of inflation and for 
months have opposed every proposal 
which would have contributed to ris- 
ing price spirals, many of which were 
enticing to agriculture because they 
offered immediate prospects of tem- 
porary gain, and have submitted their 
own program for keeping all prices 
and wages at reasonable levels in or- 
der that the longtime best interests of 
the general public would be served 
as well as their own," Mr. Frazier 
pointed out. "The Farm Bureau has 
repeatedly gone on record as favor- 
ing price-fixing only if the parity 
concept for all groups is recognized 
because any legislation which fails 
to include an over-ail policy is doomed 
to failure,"

Lesson 
Old But Ever New Christmas 
Story .Vwumcs Added SignlfUwnce 
This Year 
Text: Isaiah 9:6, T; John t:l-4. 10-11; 
I John 1:9-11,

The Christmas story never grows 


old. We have read it again and 
again, but we read it ever with new 
interest and with new thrills. Thou- 
sands of sermons have been preach- 
ed about it; thousands of articles 
have been written upon it; it has 
been the inspiration of innumerable 
poems and stories; and yet, the theme 
is still fresh and it will stimulate 
thought and literature and graphic 
and plastic art for many ages to 
come. 


Here in our lesson we have the 


story in its varied aspects. We have, 
first of all, the prophetic hope voic- 
ed by the prophet Isaiah. The very 
names in which Isaiah expresses that 
hope are enough to stimulate human 
interest, and it is no wonder that 
this passage has stood with the Christ- 
mas story throughout the centuries. 


Isaiah listed these names centur- 


ies before the birth o£ Jesus, yet 
how aptly and truly they pertain to 
the life of Him, whose birth as a 
babe we celebrate! "His name shall 
be called 
Wonderful, 
Counsellor, 


Mighty 
God, 
Everlasting 
Father, 


Prince, of Peace." 


How clearly did Isaiah see the 


details of that Messianic kingdom? 
How definitely was it fixed in his 
mind as a historic event? We can- 
not know but we do know, after 
Jesus has come into the world, how 
gloriously that prophecy was fulfil- 
led. Possibly Isaiah foresaw Jesus 
as an earthly ruler. Jesus did not 
set up an earthly kingdom; yet is 
it not essentially true that "of the 
increase of His government and o* 
peace there shall be no end"? 


Government of the Messiah has 


increased, but not to the ending of 
war and conflict. Yet, even in a world 
that is torn by violence, we can 
see how the thoughts of men to- 
day are more than ever of peace. 
If we were not thinking so much of 
peace and hoping so much for peace, 
the outlook fro the world would in- 
deed be gloomy. 


From the prophecy of Isaiah we 


turn to the words written, after 
the life of Jesus on earth, by John 
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Day or Night Service 
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in his Gospel. Here is an interpre- 
tation of the meaning and signific- 
ance of the divine life in hurrun form, 
of the Word made flesh, of the Son 
of God who came to mingle with men. 
to share their sorrows, and to die 
for their sins. 


And then comes the final word of 


the lesson in St. John's Epistle, which 
reveals all this as the expression of 
Gods Jove. This is the heart of the 
Gospel. This is the meaning of the 
Gospel story. And as Jesus brought 
heaven to earth and God to man, 
so John tells us we must incarnate 
that love of God in our lives with 
our fellowmcn. 


Tile greatest exhortation to men in 


all history is founded upon solid 
fact and solid power. "Beloved, if 
God so loved us, we ought also 
to love one another." This is the 
peace toward which the increase of 
the government of the Lord Jesus 
is moving. His work on earth will 
not be acomplished, His kingdom 
will not corne until love becomes the 
dominating power in all of human 
life and the wilt of God is done on 
earth as it is done in heaven.
